At that time nominees will be 
voted on by secret ballot, ac- 
cording to Senate Chairman John 
E., Sutter. 

Three students at large will 
be elected to the board 

In other business, representa- 
tive Bill Schmidt plans to intro- 
duce “# set of questions dealing 
with laws on the sale and use 
of marijauna to be included on 
the ASSSC Oct. 17-18 ballot, if 
approved by the Senate, 

As drawn up by Schmidt, the 
plebiscite would read 

Of the fo!lowing alternatives, 
which would you most readily 
support (choose one): 

(1) The laws dealing withCan.- 
nabis Satvia (marijuana) remain 
as they now are, i.e. possession 
and sale a felony. 

(2) The law be changed to make 
possession and/or sale of mar- 
ijuana a misdemeanor 

(3)The law be changed to make 
possession and/or sale of mari- 
juana legal and as such reg- 
ulated along the same lines as 
alcohol or tobacco. 


Students from the state 
colleges will be represented by 
a delegation from Long Beach 
State College. This delegation

ASSSC president, the California 
State College Presidents Associ- 
ation was given written notice of 
this meeting from the office of 
Speaker Jesse Unruh, and the 
delegation was appointed by the 
Association. 

The first part of the study 
conducted by the California State 
Legislature will be the financing 
of higher education. The second 
part of the study will involve the 
organizational! structure of the 
Cali‘ornia college and university 
system, including a study of the 
Master Pian for Higher Educa- 
tion. 

The committee includes sen- 
ators Alquist, Grunsiy, Harmer, 
Rodda, and Stevens; assembly- 
men Unruh, Bee, Duffy, Mona- 
gan and Shoemaker.

'THad No Mea I Was One of A Kind 
SSC’s Free Press 














Newspapers across the country are com- 
mending the free press of America. This is na- 
tional newspaper week. This is a good time to 
look at Sacramento State College's press, The 
State Hornet. We too have a free press, or so 
the Student Senate would like to think. 

To adequately serve SSC the Hornet must 
operate with a budget of between 33 and 36 
thousand dollars. (That's $33,000 to 336,000) 

This kind of money is hard to come by. 

The combined kindness of the Student Sen- 
ate and the Board of Finance has netted an 
allocation of $19,500 for all three ASSSC pub 
lications. That $19,500 is supposed to pay for 
Scope, The Statesman. and The State Hornet 

After allocating part of this generous bud- 
get to the other two publications, the Hornet 
is left standing with $14,000 to $15,000——less 
than half of what it needs. 

To add insult to injury the Student Senate 
is busy playing little games while the entire 
publications branch of SSC is going around in 
a financial daze and quandry. It seems that 
the final division of this $19,500 allocation to 
publications must be made by the Board of 
Publications. 

Figuring into this Little Political Hot ro- 
tato was Scope Magazine. It seems last year 
the Senate members didn't want to keep Scope. 
So they didn’t ailocate enough money for all 
three publications. Their hope was that The 
Statesman and The Hornet would gang up on 
Scope and take away all its millions. 

The Senate, not wanting to discuss any 
campus issues, too busy with Vietnam and 
other pressing issues which are the duty of the 
Senate of Sacramento State College, cast the 
duty of “killing Scope” in the lap of the Board 
of Publications. 

Well, now we are in a bind. It seems that 
the Hornet-Statesman conspiracy to murder 
Scope has not materialized. Furthermore, the 
Board of Publications hasn't taken any action 
at all on the budget. Now, after 8 issues of the 
Hornet bills amounting to over $3,000 have 
accumulated and no budget. 

Of course the fact that the Board of Publi- 
cations is non-existant is no fault of the Stu- 
dent Senate. They have been too busy in 
areas of importance. They have been helping 
Governor Ronald Reagan run the war in Viet- 
nam. It is nice that so many people in such 
high places are so concerned about Vietnam 

Back at the ranch house it seems that there 
is no Board of Publications. And if the Sen- 
ate gets one, the most The Hornet can re- 
ceive is around $14,000-$15,000. This leaves a 
deficit of $18,000-$21,000, or roughly $375 per 
issue Thus $375 in advertising revenue is 
needed per edition. This is an average of over 
300 column inches of advertising for an eight- 
page raper (For those not too journalistic, 
this am.ounts to exactly one-half of the paper 
in advertising.) 

Well, back to the original topic. This is 
National Newspaper Week. Let us salute the 
free press. Furthermore, let us welcome the 
newest publication to campus. WELCOME TO 
THE HORNET NEWS-SHOPPER!

features peculiar to their 
own needs, 
For instance, there are 


two metal-lined drawers which 
were originally designed to hold 
rice. Another feature which is 
immediately noticeable uponen- 
tering the house, is the glass- 
encased niche which was origi- 
nally meant for the display of 
a ceremonial doll. 

The Home Management pro- 
gram, a two unit class, is de- 
signed to combat one of the draw- 
backs te modern education, That 
is, Students are being teught the- 
ory with out the opportunity to 
practice what they have been 
taught. 

The program gives the girls 
the chance toexperience the frus- 
trations of trying to maintain the 
house with the least amount of 
expened energy. At the same 
time the girls are encouraged to 
make use of every modern home- 
maker’s aid which are not neces- 
sarily part of every American 
home. 

While many of the housekeep- 
ing problems are evident, (for 
instance, deciding when to dust, 
what to prepare for meals, and 
SO on) there are several! challeng- 
ing problems. 

One of the major problems is 
the friction which arises when 
girls of different social and re- 
ligious backgrourds try to ruf 
a home acceptable to all. 

The giris aren’t entirely on 
their own. Help is readily avail- 
able from the live-in instructor 
Miss Elaine Nelson, who helps 
the girls make major decisions, 
and help out wherever help 
is needed. 

The entire program can be 
summed up as anexcellent course 
in ‘‘living.’’

tine would free Hornet games from competition with televised 
major college football and athletic events which occur on Saturday 
afternoons. 


The State Hornet, then, advocates the erection of the lights on 
the athletic field. It will, however. require more than $30,000 to 
complete the project. In order to produce this revenue The Hornet 
also proposes that a 50-cent admission charge be adopted for all SSC 
student body card holders at Hornet home football game 


Figuring an average attendance of 3,000 students per game 
for five home games per year, it would take only five years to 
pay for the lights 


Many students on campus are opposed to the erection of the 
lights at the athletic field, under the premise that if the ASSSC 
must provide the money, then all students will be taxed to pay for 
something used by a minority of the student body. 


This argument tends to fall apart when one looks at the 
ASSSC budget and sees funds allocated for such things as Model 
United Nations (13 people, $1,083) 


But, to alleviate the problem stil] further, the 50¢ admission 
charge would tax only those students who primarily use the fa- 
cility. Maintenance of the lights, however. could be immediately 
turned over to the ASSSC since such programs as convocations 
and commencement would also use the field 


What about the $10 student activities fee which every student 
must pay at the beginning of each semester? The Hornet will 
look into that problem in Friday's issue. In succeeding issues, The 


Hornet will look into other areas such as cultural programs, aca- 
demic affairs and professional entertainment and will make pro- 
posals which hopefully will alleviate problems in these areas

PORTLAND

Sacramento State's footballers nearly frittered away a 16-0 
halftime lead at Portland State last Saturday, but they got a third 


period touchdown and the afternoon ended happily, 23-21 


The triumph gave Ray Cle- 
mons’ Hornets a winning rec- 
ord for the first time this year 
They were 1-1 going into the 
game, after losing to San Luis 
Obispo’s Cal Poly in the open- 
er, and beating Pomona’'s Cal 
Poly in the second game 


HORNETS SCORE 

Sacramento State tallied the 
second time they had posses- 
sion in the first quarter. With 
Lyle James calling signals, he 
hit end Bill Yurong for 16-, 
6-, and 19-yard passes before 
crossing the goal line himself 
from six yards out. Mike Cle- 
mons kicked the point-after for 
a 7-0 advantage 

Then came the play that 
meant SSC's two-point victory 
margin Portland's halfback 
Rick Silva tried a quick kick 
on third down, but SSC tackle 
Ed Clendennen blocked the 
ball, sending it out of the end 
zone for a safety 


WELCH INTERCEPTS 

The Hornets wrapped up all 
the first half scoring in the 
first ten minutes of the game 
Marv Welch intercepted an Ed 
Gorman pass, at the SSC 47, 
returning it to Portland's 21 
James hit Yurong on the third 
play from scrimmage for a 
21-yard TD, and Mike Clemons 
boot made it 16-0 

The Viking hosts were 
punchless in the first half, as 
they could penetrate no far- 
ther than SSC’s 37. The Hor- 
nets missed a couple of first 
half scoring chances. -one a 35- 
yard field goal try by Clemons, 
the other a drive which ended 
in a fumble on the Portland 
eight. 

But in the second half, Port- 
land came to life, Starting on 
their 37, the Vikes marched to 
a score in seven plays, capped 
by Gorman's six-yard keeper. 
Cooper's conversion kick made 
it 16-7. 


SCORZA SCORES 

The Hornets final tally was 
set up when Mike Keese inter- 
cepted a pass and returned it 
38 yards to the Viking 10. John 
Scorza’s six-yard run and Cle- 
mons’ conversion kick gave 
SSC a 23-7 lead. 

Rick Silva then reeled off a 
pair of touchdowns. His first 
wrapped up third period scor- 
ing. Taltying on a_ two-yard 
plunge after Portland got the 
better of a punt-trade. 

SSC almost got the insur- 
ance they needed just before 
the third quarter ended, as 
they marched to Portland's 11 
But a James pass went into 


the wrong hands in the end 
zone 
In the fourth quarter, the 


Oregonians clicked off eighty 
yards in eight plays, with Gor- 
man tossing a 14-yard TD pass 
to Silva and Cooper's kick 
making it SSC 23, Portland 21

They fell on a Scorza 
fumble at the Hornet 18 Gor- 
man winged a TD-bound pass

The Hornets will play two 
more road games before Oc- 
tober 23's homecoming game 
with San Francisco State.

From October 10 through Oc- 
tober 25, the Library will be 
displaying ‘‘The Fifty Books of 
the Year.’’ In brief the selection 
represents the coliection of 
prize-winning adult books. 

The Sacramento State Col- 
lege Library is currently ex- 
hibiting the AIGA selection of 
73 outstanding children’s books, 
titled ‘‘The Children’s Book 
Show.”’

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Sacramento Getting New 
Downtown Coffee House

In a city known for its apathy, 
rare enthusiasm has been shown 
for a new coffee house which 
opened October 7 here in Sac- 
ramento. 

Perhaps the enthusiasm is 
rare because the coffee house 
as such is even rarer. Accord- 
ing to one of the leaders of the 
project, the ‘‘civic center— 
gathering place for young and old 
alike —located at 13th and K 
Streets downtown, will be only 
the seventh or eighth inexistence 
on the west coast, 

The new coffee house has been 
tentatively titled ‘‘The Looking 
Glass’’ and is being built almost 
from scratch by a group of en- 
terprising and dedicated Sac- 
ramento City College students 
and faculty members, The new 
establishment has been com- 
pletely funded by small contri- 
butions from students, faculty, 
and those in the community who 
have shown an interest in the 
project. 

“The work has been unbe- 
lievable and the dedication has 
been tremendous, Even drop- 
outs have come in off the street 
to help,”’ said Lacey Spake, one 
of the guiding lights of the cof- 
fee house and a physical geog- 
raphy instructor at Sacramento 
City College. 

‘*Most of the work has been 
done by students, friends of stu- 
dents, wives and mothers,’’ he 
continued, This is the type of 
spirit that we want. 

Spake explained that the stu- 
dents and faculty, who had be- 
gun the project only a few weeks 
before , hoped to open a coffee 
house that would appeal to people 
of all ages, The coffee house 
will hope to present speakers, 
rock groups and the best in con- 
temporary art from the Sac- 
ramento area, Spake stated that 
only the best artwork would be 
exhibited, as ‘‘we want to keep 
the standards up.”’ 

The ‘‘Looking Glass’’ was 
founded the second week in Sep- 
tember as a non-profit organi- 
zation to provide a forum for 
those people with varying view- 
points who could ‘‘come to- 
gether for an open and honest 
confrontation of problems and 
ideas,”’ 

According to Spake, only pre- 
pared food will be served, so 
as to avoid any problems with 
the health department. Spake ad-

ded that while the menus would 
not be extensive, the cultural 
programs would provide ample 
food for thought. He stated that 
the ‘‘Looking Glass’’ would be a 
place for ‘‘poetry reading and 
discussion — a place where you 
can feel comfortable,”’ 


Spake said that the coffee 
house idea had been tried brief- 
ly before in Oak Park, but that 
it had failed because of ‘‘trouble 
with the police, adults, or some- 
body in Oak Park.”’ 


Spake added that the others 
who were primarily involved in 
the project were Steve Hansen, 
Larry Malmgren, Bob Abrams 
and the Rev. Bill Peavy. 

With construction on the cof- 
fee house drawing to a close, 
the finishing touches suchas wax- 
ing the floors and painting were 
in progress, Spake and an un- 
identified leader of the student 
entrepreneurs, said the tables 
that will be used had been sal- 
vaged from a utility district 
in Elk Grove where they had 
been orginally utilized as spools 
for telephone cable. 


The young man said thai most 
of the money that had been spent 
for redecoration had been donated 
in small sums, andalso by selling 
memberships, which range from 
$2-$5, He added that in addition 
to poetry , and discussion, the 
coffee house hoped to attract 
name musical groups both rock 
and folk in nature. 

The proceeds, if any, it was 
stressed, would be put back into 
the coffee house and would also 
go into a bank account set up 
by a seven man corporation, 

When asked if the group had 
experienced any problems, Spake 
said that they hadn’t noticed any 
open opposition, and that they 
were primarily interested in 
‘“trying to get help from the com- 
munity. This is a grassroots 
thing.’’ 

Among those scheduled to ap- 
pear at the coffee house is the 
controversial county assessor, 
Irene Hickman.
